Meanwhile, city council is preparing 
for action against Abacus Cities’ not to 
get them to pay a mortgage but to pay 
for repairs and a fire alarm system at 
Rivercrest. 

At Monday night’s meeting, the 
aldermen agreed to notify Abacus that 
they’re considering an order under the 
Municipal Government Act that will 
force the owners to repair the property 
and complete unfinished work or else 
the city will do it and bill Abacus. 


Rivercrest residents have complained 
about a faulty or non-existent fire 
alarm system, leaking roofs and walls, 
crumbling plaster, unfinished electrical 
work and landscaping and a host of 
other problems. 

In a memo presented to council 
Tuesday city solicitor Stan Brown 
noted that, ‘the housing complex is 
presently ruinous, dilapidated and un- 
safe, in an unprotected and dangerous 
condition and is a danger to the public 
safety and health, and further is un- 
sightly and detrimental to the surroun- 
ding area.’’ 

Abacus will be invited to appear 
before council on Oct. 29 before any 
order to do repairs is given.

Sale 


Two members of council 
took a firm stand against the 
terms of a sale of city land on 
Monday night, but were out- 
voted. After an explanation 
of the intricacies of the mat- 
ter by city solicitor Stan 
Brown, council moved to 
proceed with the land sale to 
Jason Developments and 
Brookdale Investments. The 
property in question is 
located in Phase 2 of the Riel 
Industrial Park. 

The criticism of the sale 
and the city’s selling price 
was introduced by Ald. Bill 
Shields. Ald. Shields said the 
city’s price was based on an 
outdated appraisal, which 
was no longer applicable as 
the land was in the process of 
subdivision. Once subdivided 
it would be worth more, said 
Ald. Shields. 

Ald. Ayotte agreed with 
Mr. Shields’ assessment of 
the sale price, saying ‘‘we aré 
just this far away from selling 
subdivided land at the price 
of unsubdivided land.”’ 

However, City Solicitor 
Stan Brown said this was not 
the complete picture. He 
stated that the linen for the 
ERPC subdivision of the land 
had not yet been signed, and 
this had been part of the ar- 
rangement with Jason. 
Because some city-owned 
land was included in the 
parcel which Jason had pro- 
posed to develop, ar- 
rangements had been struck 
to ensure the sale of the city 
jand to Jason PRIOR to the 
subdivision. It would not be 
ethical for the city to sell the 
land after the subdivision had 
been effected and Jason’s 
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Albert in the evenings of the 
above dates. 

Last week the committee 
completed registration re- 
quirements with the Local 
Authorities Board and is now 
awaiting an appointment to 
appear before it. 

St. Albert lawyer Dick 
Wheatley, working with the 
commiittee, has registered a 
letter with the LAB drawing 
attention to Edmonton’s 
possible contravention of the 
Municipal Government Act. 


Mr. Wheatley and members 
of the Committee feel the 
wording in Section 20 of the 
act, (referring to a 
municipalities right to apply 
for annexation of lands im- 
mediately adjacent to its 
boundaries) may throw a 
wrench into Edmonton’s pro- 
posal. The letter points out 
that St. Albert is not im- 
mediately adjacent to Ed- 
monton’s boundaries. The 
County of Parkland and the 
M.D. of Sturgeon occupy

Therefore, reasons Mr. 
Wheatley, Edmonton must 
first annex the lands now ly- 
ing in Parkland and 
Sturgeon, and then apply to 
annex St. Albert if the 
Parkland and Sturgeon an- 
nexation was approved.

_ Designer outlines potential 
for multi-million rec. park

St. Albert could become 
one of the top entertainment 
spots in Alberta if plans for a 
150-acre exposition and 
recreation park become a 
reality, 

The chief designer of the 
park, Albert Morrow of Van- 
couver, Outlined plans last 
week for four seasonal 
festivals that could draw 
tourists from across Alberta 
and even from across the 
country. 

Noting that St. Albert has 
little to offer summertime 
tourists except an hour or two 
and the Lacombe Museum, 
Mr. Morrow said the annual 
rodeo could be turned into an 
event large enough and in- 
teresting enough to compete 
with Edmonton’s Klondike 
Days: ‘‘not a huge one but a 
quality one.”’ 

St. Albert’s drawing power 
would not only be the rodeo 
itself but also the extensive 
agricultural exhibits that 
would go along with it and, 
most importantly, the multi- 
million dollar park that 
would surround it. 


FOUR MAIN 
BUILDINGS 


Four main buildings would 
be constructed on the site: a 
coliseum, sports palace, 
covered rodeo grandstand 


and horse pavilion. fe 

Mr. Morrow described 
some of the activities that 
could take place in the 5,000 
to 6,000-seat coliseum: 
hockey, lacrosse, pro basket- 
ball, pro tennis, religious and 
political rallies, trade shows, 
ice shows, circuses, and pro- 
fessional and top star enter- 
tainment 

Many of these events could 
also take place in the sports 
palace as well as curling, 
roller skating, banquets, 
trade and consumer shows 
and large meetings. The 
rodeo ‘grandstand would 
oversee the rodeo itself, 
chuckwagon races, 
equestrian sports and tractor 
pulling contests. 

In the Horse Pavilion, 
equestrian training and shows 
could take place, as well as 
livestock shows and auction 
sales, farmers’ markets, 
skateboarding and rifle and 
pistol shooting. 

In addition to the four 
main buildings the park plans 
tentatively call for a 
snowmobile track, a go-cart 
track, marina, swimming 
pool, miniature golf and driv- 
ing range, outdoor theatre, 
Indian village, permanent 
midway, miniature train or 
skyway and extensive camp- 
ing and picnicking sites. 

Mr. Morrow stressed that 
*tevery facility must be as 


multi-purpose as possible,’’ 
making it useful for activities 
in any of the four seasons. 


STARTED 
PESSIMISTICALLY 


He noted that the city had 
originally hired his consulting 
firm to see if the rodeo 
should continue at its present 
site. ‘‘We started out think- 
ing pretty pessimistically,’’ he 
said, but since then Mr. Mor- 
row’s staff agreed that not 
only should the rodeo con- 
tinue at the Riel Drive site but 
it can be dramatically ex- 
panded to include other 
seasonal and year-round ac- 
tivities. 

One of the city’s chief 
aims, he said, should be 
stimulating the growth of 
agricultural exhibits during 
the rodeo days, which could 
serve as the city’s annual ma- 
jor exposition, Because of the 
rapidly growing urban 
population nearby, he said, 
there’s an excellent oppor- 
tunity for educational, 
‘telling a story’? farm ex- 
hibits. 

He added that modern ex- 
hibiting methods would be 
the key. ‘*Not just long rows 
of animals’ rear ends facing 
the public.’’ 

TOURIST DOLLARS 


In his 160-page report to 
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the city, Mr. Morrow notes 
that during July and August 
of 1977, 225,000 tourists 
visited the Edmonton tourist 
zone, spending $24.5 million 
at an average of $204 per per- 
son a day. 

In the Land of the Mid- 
night Twilight Tourist Zone, 
which St. Albert is a part of, 
50,000 tourists visited during 
the same period, spending 
$4.1 million at an average of 
$162 per person a day, 

The only information to 
show how many of those 
tourists visited St. Albert is 
the record of visitors to the 
Lacombe Museum. In 1978, 
9,000 to 10,000 stopped there 
but, as the report notes, they 
probably spent little money in 
this city. 

“It is unlikely that the level 
of daily expenditures discuss- 
ed above would accrue to St. 
Albert as a result of this 
tourist interest. Most visitors 
to the museum would not be 
spending the whole day or 
passing the night in St. Albert 
as there are few facilities and 
few attractions beyond the 
museum.,’’ 

Spending in the two tourist 
zones can only increase, he 
said, and a major exhibition 
park in St. Albert would 
make the city a major focal 
point of the region.

The advantages of breaking up the ‘February 
doldrums,” which affect both children and 
adults in the late winter, would be two-fold. 


Review time is lost time, and our long winters 
require more break-up in order to refresh the 
minds and bodies of students. 


Such a change should not affect working 
parents who would be able to get their older 
children or high school students to look after 
their young children for two or three weeks. 
Teachers also would be refreshed by a late 
winter break. 


More skiing, skating, hiking and winter camp- 
ing could be enjoyed. At the same time fuel 
bills for schools could be reduced. 


Of course the main concern of trustees, 
teachers and parents should be the benefit to 
the student. 


Since school systems are in place for one 
reason only - to serve students - holiday pat- 
terns should be given a serious review by the 
Alberta Trustees Association.

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Forces won't 
de-unify, 
predicts 
Namao official

The recently-appointed task force to study Canada’s 
last 10 years of a unified Armed Forces probably 
won't decide to return to a three-group system, says 
Major Vic Keating, CFB Namao’s information services 
director. 

Mjr. Keating said the five-member task force, headed 
by retired businessman and former naval officer 
George Fyffe, won’t recommend a “major shift” away 
from the unified system because “unification has 
probably done what it set out to do: reduce our 
operating costs.” 

He noted that since unification in February, 1968, a 
centralized supply and distribution systera has been set 
up for the forces and it’s meant tremendous savings for 
the federal government. 

Departments like his own, he said, are the kind that 
can service all three forces and so there’s no need for 
any divisions. However, he added, the task force might 
recommend “some slight modifications to the present 
three-group system” because certain facilities only 
relate to one force. A sea radar service, he said, is 
oriented towards one-force usage and need not be 
combined with any other. 

Mjr. Keating denied that unifying the forces has 
meant servicemen have less pride within their own 
force and that, as a consequence, morale is suffering. 

“T really don’t see that. We turn over about 10,000 
people here a year, some retiring, some with medicalk 
people here a year, some retiring, some with medical 
discharges or other reasons. Since the unification, that 
means about 100,000 soldiers. With only 80,000 in the 
forces now that means over 60 per cent haven’t known 
anything but a unified service.” : 

“There's still some old dogs like myself who still 
remember the old way, he said, “‘but in time theres 
going to be a force that knows nothing but a unified 
force.” 

The task force study should be ready for Cabinet 
early next year. The man responsible for commissioning 
it, Defence Minister Allan McKinnon, has said he'll 
Support any of its findings. :

Ms. Doerksen_ says

POLICY REVIEW 

The areas of transportation 
and lunch policies have begun 
to emerge as a problem due to 
changes in lifestyles. As more 
and more families have both 
parents involved in careers, 
the question of what to do 
about getting the children to 
school, and preparing a lunch 
at home, becomes more dif- 
ficult to solve. 

Mr. Gish says that the 
District is being ‘‘spread very 
thin’’ looking after day care, 
busing and other activities 
not directly related to educa- 
tion. He said that although 
the District is supposed to be 
concerned with education it 


‘cannot ignore the situation; 
it won’t go away’’. The 
District will be conducting a 
needs survey to collect data 
and then would search for 
solutions. 


He will be looking for 
significant parental involve- 
ment in this area saying ‘‘the 
more parents become involv- 
ed the more understanding 
they become, for they go 
through the same procedure 
as the Board does and 
discover there is no easy 
answer’. 

He said there is the 
possibility that instituting a 
lunch policy could in fact 
save the District money. 
Although no definite figures 
are known prior to comple- 
tion of the survey, it is 
thought that a significant 
number of parents buy their 
children bus passes, not 
because they don’t want them 
walking to school, but 
because a bus pass allows 
them to eat lunch at school.

The province should stop 
efforts by Edmonton to an- 
nex St. Albert and work in- 
stead to preserve the city as a 
permanent historic settle- 
ment. 

That's the conclusion of 
the submission against annex- 
ation released last Wednes- 
day by the St. Albert Protes- 
tant School Board. 

The document, which will 
be offered to the Local 
Authorities Board (LAB) 
during its November or 
December hearings on the an- 
nexation, received 
unanimous approval from 
the school trustees. 

It urged that the Alberta 
government ‘‘deliberately 
safeguard the singularity and 
heritage of St. Albert by 
declaring it a historic settle- 
ment just as historic sites and 
buildings, which have less 
significance and importance 
than an entire community, 
are frequently designated.”’ 

The document also notes 
that if St. Albert was annex- 
ed, instead of being involved 
in a ‘‘governmental structure 
that is responsive to the needs 
of all citizens in the region,”’ 
as stated in pro-annexation 
reports from Edmonton, the 
city would probably ‘‘be left 
entirely without local trustee 
representation’? on Edmon- 
ton’s school board. 

St. Albert’s population 
just isn’t large enough to war-

fant its own trustee under the 
present system and the Ed- 
monton board also doesn’t 
favor a ward system of elec- 
ting trustees. 


FEWER SCHOOLS 


No representation on the 
Edmonton board would 
mean St. Albert would have 
little help in dealing with 
another problem that’s sure 
to develop after annexation, 
notes the submissions: a 
freeze or slowdown on school 
construction, Edmonton will 
be working to keep its half- 
empty inner schools full to 
the detriment of outlying 
metropolitan areas that need 
more classroom space. 

The submission also ob- 
jects to Edmonton’s claim 
that its vocational schools are 
forced into accepting 
students from St. Albert, 
because this community 
doesn’t have suitable 
facilities at home. 

“It would be economically 
unwise,”’ it states, ‘‘to incur 
huge capital expenditures 
which would be required to 
build vocational schools 
while many vocational and 
technical classes in Edmon- 
ten are under-enrolled. 

Rather than being disad- 
vantaged by the -acceptance 
of non-resident students, the 
Edmonton Public School 
Board is gaining considerable 
financial benefit (through

Edmonton’s claim that its 
education taxes are far lower 
(and will continue to be so) 
also comes under attack in 
the board’s submission. 

“A comparison of 1979 
education taxes on a three- 
bedroom bungalow in 
Lacombe Park (St. Albert) 
with the taxes on an identical 
bungalow in Castle Downs 
(Edmonton) revealed that 
this District’s taxes are $26 
lower.”’ 

“The equalized education 
mill rate levied in 1979 is 
26.77 which is significantly 
lower than the maximum rate 
of 49.33 which can be set 
without seeking approval 
through a plebiscite.’’ 


CLOSER RELATIONSHIP 


Another reason to refuse 
the annexation bid, the sub- 
mission states, is to preserve 
St. Albert’s ‘closeness’. Staff 
and students here can still re- 
tain an intimate relationship, 
unlike our southern 
neighbour where, ‘‘Because 
of their very ‘bigness’, the 
Edmonton School Districts in 
spite of conscientious efforts 
cannot achieve the close per- 
sonal contact and sense of 
educational participation that 
exists in St. Albert.’’ 

Trustee Ernie Wynychuk 
agreed, noting that the Pro- 
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testant and Catholic Boards 
of Education in Edmonton 
have moved towards de- 
centralizing their board into 
several areas of the city. 
“They realize that bigness is 
now better and have made 
steps towards chariging it.’’ 
Another trustee, Garry 
Hodgins, said he questioned 
Edmonton’s assumption that

Trustees overworked 


Board to consider

St. Albert Protestant 
School trustees are so over- 
worked that another two 
board members are needed to 
spread the responsibilities 
around. 

That’s why, says trustee 
Shirley McCaffery, she’ll be

ner agreed that trustees may 
be overworked, especial 
during the construction of 
W.D. Cuts School, but he 
said one solution may be bet- 
ter organization. 

“L think it may be possible 
to differentiate our tasks to 
that we’re not overworked,” 
he said. Too often, he ex- 
plained, trustees’ respon- 
sibilities have overlapped. 

“I’ve seen a lot of elected 
bodies get too large,’’ he add- 
ed. ‘‘If there’s too many peo- 
ple on decision-making 
bodies it leads to confusion, 
and endless, useless debate.” 

In any case, he said, ‘‘there 
should be a fair amount of 
debate about this’’ at the next 
meeting, and he’s prepared to 
listen to all of it before 
reaching any final decision.

VICKY'S DRIVEL 

While rooting aimlessly about in my closet the 
other day, | came across an item that | at first took to 
be some kind of sweatband for fat-heads. A closer in- 
spection told me | was wrong, as | suddenly realized | 
had stumbled onto a piece of sartorial nostalgia: a 
mini-skirt. The sight of this unbelievably brief gar- 
ment took me back to that insane decade in which my 
family and | endured my adolescence: the Sixties. 

Most periods in history -- the Roaring Twenties, Dir- 
ty Thirties, Fatuous Fifties - are echoed in later eras. 
However, | don't think we'd survive it and if we did, 
the Generation Gap would become a gaping chasm. 
The times were too hysterical, as were the events 
that shaped them. 

The fashions we wore expressed the over-reactive, 
aberrant mood of the day. We put on our mini-skirts 
with defiant glee, exulting in our rejection of grace, 
manners and any of the other ‘antique’ virtues that so 
impressed our mothers. The mini was responsible for 
more than just a decade of mother-daughter scream 
fests. It affected our very physical presence. Girls 
whose carriage was formerly flawless suddenly took 
to strange postures. Our legs were corkscrewed from 
the knee when we were seated. Ours was the only 
generation that didn't bend over for the better part of 
ten years. We couldn't -- our spines were locked in the 
name of maidenly modesty. We were also the first 
generation to appreciate the tasteful aesthetics of 
neon accessories. Colours were garish -- shrieking 
orange, chemical pink, phosphorescent green, pierc- 
ing purple. To these elegant ensembles we added 
hideous textured stockings in colours said to be 
‘complementary’. (The word is definitely spelled with 
an ‘e'.) When Quant and Courreges got through with 

us, we looked like refugees from Star Trek Goes to 
Wonderland. 

Even our make-up (when worn at all) suggested 
some avant garde theatrical troupe. | can recall a gag- 
gle of us, all tricked out for Saturday Night at 
Playland Park, the local night spot. Our demeanour 
was vaguely reminiscent of a cult film of the day, 
“Children of the Damned”. Lipstick was so pale, our 
mothers spent much time treating us for “tired 
blood”. This romantic pallor was artfully accentuated 
by gobs of black make-up about the eyes (for dressy 
occasions we wore electric blue). This approach to 
cosmetics created a black on white effect, the eyes 
took on a close resemblance to craters in an icefield. 
| can distinctly remember my father’s expression of 
horror as a gaggle of us departed one night for some 
rock and roll paradise. 

“My God” he muttered in an aside to my other 
parent. “Don't let them do this. They'll be shot at! 
They look like an army of anaemic racoons!” 

Needless to say we were rather offended at his 
lack of taste. 

The dreadful thing to our mothers was the fact the 
metallic minis and rude T-shirts constituted our 
‘Sunday best’. All other occasions called for jeans. 
After enduring stretch pants, pedal pushers and 
toreador pants, we embraced blue denim with all the 
fervour of the proletariat. 

Our social behavior was revolutionized too, and the 
result traumatized our mothers and older sisters. 
Where they had ‘gone steady’ and dated, we acquired 
an “old man” and “hung around". Our mothers had 
nightmares of life forever with a spinster daughter, 
who at middle age would still be dressing like a filthy 
hippy, probably wearing the same pair of jeans. 

Mothers match-made like mad, in despair. A 
mother-daughter talk could go like this: 

Mom: “That nice Dr. Schwartz's son is home and 
he’s coming for dinner tonight!" 

Daughter: I’m sorry but | refuse to share the world's 
dwindling food supply with a bourgeois creep. 
Besides, tonight I'll be at the Krishna centre eating 
ice and meditating. Om... Om.. (we discovered early 
that mantras silenced most mothers. They thought

we were indulging in some trendy form'éf prayer and 
believed we needed whatever redemption we could 
get.) 

Drugs, however, will be the one phenomenon that 
will remain nefariously associated with the Sixties. In 
our town, we could only speculate as such things had 
not yet infiltrated the city limits. At university, no one 
could afford such indulgences. However, we absorb- 
ed the dope dogma like the innocents we were, The 
mystique of LSD as professed by Timothy Leary was 
what you could call ‘heady’ stuff. Unfortunately the 
falseness of the doctrine emerged much more slowly 
- too late in some cases. 

Our parents were wisely terrified by the drug scene 
and took desperate steps to divert us. They told us 
hideous tales about the pitfalls of drugs, stories so 
disgusting that we quite rightly paid no heed. It was 
certainly true that drugs were often lethal, but the 
truth would have been a better weapon. As it was, we 
dismissed any warnings as parental piffle. One story, 
involving a babysitter, a baby, a crib, a turkey and an 
oven was told in every town in Canada with.a popula- 
tion of over 50. The story is too grisly to repeat. Suf- 
fice to say the sitter got addled on acid, got her 
chores confused, and the turkey wound up in the crib. 
Every mother swore this had happened to a friend of 


a friend. 

In retrospect, it was a dangerous age. Although 
Canadians were not at war, the more vanglorious 
members of my graduating year decamped to Viet 
Nam to experience a real horror story. Everyone else 
took to the roads in an orgy of hitchhiking. Drug 
crises centres cropped up like hamburger stands, 
and hostels were everywhere. Canada began to look 
like a nation of nomads. 

The Sixties, dissipated and rebellious, followed on 
the heels of the most placid decade of the century, 
the Fifties, The Seventies have often been compared 
to the Fifties. It makes one shudder at the prospect of 
the Eighties...

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Paramedical pioneer leaving St. Albert 


By Marty O’Kell 


St. Albert is losing the man 
who convinced the city to 
have a paramedic program, 

Gary Alford, St. Albert 
Fire Department deputy chief 
of ambulance left September 
27 for hopefully greener 
pastures with the provincial 
government, 


Alford’s new role will be as 
a consultant in the Emer- 
gency Medical Services, 
working on a study on a two 
tier province wide ambulance 
program. The government is 
interested in using both 
types of ambulance services, 
the regular ambulance pro- 
gram and the more versatile 
paramedic ambulance pro- 
gram. 

Alford is a registered 
emergency paramedic, hav- 
ing received his training at 
the Southern Alberta Insti- 
tute of Technology in Calgary 
in the early seventies. After 
graduating from the second 
class in 1973, he worked for 
the City of Calgary as a 
paramedic, before taking on 
the job of setting up a similar 
program in Brooks and the 
County of Newell in 1975. 


Later that year, Alford 
talked with City manager 
Bob Byron about the possibi- 
lities of setting up a 
paramedic system in St. 
Albert, after reading in the 
Gazette that the city wanted 
to start some kind of 
ambulance service. 

“It is more of a selling job 
when you go to a rural area," 
Alford said. And all he had to 
do was explain to St. Albert 
that the paramedical prog- 
ram was the best way to go. 

After almost two years of 
consideration, St. Albert 
decided to go that route, and 
Alford applied to head the 
operation. As you can see, he 
got the post, as the City hired 
him in June of 1977. 

The program, based 
through the St. Albert Fire 
Department, now incorpor- 
ates two fully equipped 
ambulance vans with five full

time paramedics. When a 
paramedic goes out on a call, 
he is accompanied by an 
Emergency Medical Techni- 
cian (EMT). An EMT is a 
fireman with a certificate in 
special light first aid treat- 
ment. St. Albert's fire 


department has 13 EMT's at 
the moment, and Alford said 
all of the firemen will one day 
become registered EMT's.

The service is averaging 
about three calls per day, for 
about 1100 to 1200.a year. 

I asked him if the 
television show “'E me r- 
gency'’ has helped in any 
way with*St. Albert's para- 
medic program. Alford re- 
plied, ‘Il think the show 


helps people realize what the 
paramedic program is all 
about...as for public aware- 
ness, the show has helped 
greatly’’. He noted, though, 
the show is dramatized quite 
a bit, as they tend to cram a 
lot of calls into the day to 
make it more exciting. 

Alford thinks St. Albert's 
paramedic program is one of 
the best in Alberta, but there 
is always room for improve- 
ment. He maintains the St. 
Albert Fire Department is 
about three people short of 
running a_ great fire- 
paramedic program. 

One problem irks him 
though, City council conti- 
nually drops the purchase of 
the “‘jaws of life’’ from the 
department's budget, and 
this, Alford says, is a big 
mistake. 

He pointed out a rescue 
one paramedic crew made 
when a train collided with a 
car about a year ago, With 
hand tools, the paramedics 
took almost an hour to free a 
girl trapped in the car. With 
the ‘‘jaws’’, the rescue 
would have taken about ten 
minutes, therefore reducing 
the amount of suffering by 
about 45 minutes. Alford 
added next time something 
like this happens, the victim 


’ 
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may not live. The price of the 
jaws is currently in the 
$10,000 range.

A chronology of his life 
and achievements is also 
present, as is a reprint of the 
famous letter to President 
Roosevelt in 1939 which 
provided the impetus for the

Somebody once said, facism is big 
business armed with bayonets, and so far, Alberta 
business has not needed bayonets. However, our 
love affair with law ‘n’ order, big business and one- 
party government are reactionary enough to make a 
lot of our compatriots look askance. Thus when Coe 
uses Richard 111 and Hamlet to denounce the far 
right, the natives get a little restless, and cries of

For myself, Coe’s anti-fascist message is one heard 
all too seldom In a society whose passion for authori- 
ty and control grows daily. However, | hope this is the 
last bit of Jackboot Theatre we will see for awhile. 

Coe's Hamlet is not without difficulties. At times it 
goes to excess and the whole thing seems garish and 
confusing. It has second act pacing problems. 
However, it is a vital and outspoken production, as 
well as a technically innovative one. Although blin- 
ding, the bare white set was perfect to express Coe's 
warning: to live in a fascist environment is to live 
under the glare of constant scrutiny, in a barren en- 
vironment devoid of aesthetics. The stage is stark 
and so Is the message. 

Coe's use of the bridge was brilliant, but | was less 
enamoured of his frequent use of the wing coves. 

The contemporary mood, in most cases, extends to 
the interpretation of character. Keith Baxter's Hamlet 
is no languld, romantic aristocrat of the past, frozen 
in a classic dilemma. He Is much more a creature of 
today - an existential brooder, riddied with doubts, 
needing hysteria to give impetus to his actions 
against his father’s enemy. At first, | was disgruntled 
by this interpretation, preferring the romantic melan- 
choly of traditional productions. However, | later con- 
ceded that Hamlet's dithering is more explicable in 
these terms than in the classic manner. Baxter 
crackles with nervous energy, his Hamlet suggesting 
a walking time bomb. He struts the fine line between 
madness and reason with impunity, and Baxter 
makes the distinction between sanity, madness and 
feigned madness almost indistinguishable. As any 
20th century person knows, this shrugging on and off 
of sanity Is a survival tool for modern man. Baxter's 
Hamlet uses it the same way. This wild-eyed 
monomania is essential for his gentle soul to become 
fixed on such a grim purpose, just as contemporary 
man must be half mad to cope with the freeways or 
watch the news. : 

However, while | will concede Hamlet makes a fine 
20th century neurotic, Baxter overdoes this in the 
first act. Here he plays Hamlet with such whining and 
whimpering that it is hard to give a damn what hap- 
pens to him. It is also difficult to reconcile this weak- 
kneed character with the driven man we see later. 

Baxter has an elegant presence when it suits his 
purpose, and was breathtaking In the play scene, as 
he crouched on a cushion and watched the King, 
looking like a black cat watching a delectable mouse. 
He had a glittering, feral expression that compelled 
and repelled, preserving the necessary ambiguity. 


TONELESS VOICE 


Baxter delivers the most important speeches in a 
flat, toneless voice. This affronted my sense of the 
dramatic, but it is suitable in a contemporary inter- 
pretation. After all, the computer age has reduced 
speech and language to a data exchange. From a 
literary point of view, however, it is a galling way to 
deliver these powerful, profound lines. 


In contrast, Brendan Barrie gives us a Claudius 
that is classical, in the grand old manner. This is a lit- 
tle overwhelming after Baxter's introverted delivery, 
but emphasizes that the magnificent Claudius is 
much more the man of action than his nephew. Barrie 
excells himself in the scene where Claudius prays 
agonizedly for his tainted soul. He is repentant, but 
only briefly, as he soon begins to resent his humilia- 
tion. Barrie as always Is a joy to hear. He purrs, roars 
and persuades in that smooth rich voice that sug- 
gests his vocal chords were cured In Courvoisier and 
honey. 

As one of Edmonton's leading actresses (quite a 
feat when you live in Victoria), Mickey Macdonald has 
had some plummy, demanding roles of late. The part 
of Gertrude has less range, but is no less challeng- 
ing. Shakespeare made Gertrude something of a 
Mona Lisa, alihough she Is pivotal to the plot. We 
know nothing of her attitudes toward her first hus- 
band, or whether she was a genuine innocent, or 
merely an ostrich. Coe opted for the head-in-the-sand 
interpretation, but | cannot agree that Gertrude was 
repressing the truth of the matter. Had she been, 
surely her reaction on being told the final truths 
would not lead to such an extreme reaction. Gertrude 
is not an Intellectual creature, but a sensual, 
languorous lady who is awakened finally to the truth 
by her instincts rather than her deductions. Mac- 
donald manages by gesture and expression to con- 
vey the woman's air of being a pampered plaything, 
which makes her suicide even more shocking. | 
thought she was straining a little in the parts where 
she was overcome and howled with grief. However, 
when she quaffs the poisoned brew Macdonald was 
excellent, giving us a Gertrude who finds implacable 


Strength of purpose at the end of her life. 

Bill Macdonald takes the role of Laertes, and a 
deceiving role it is. The open-faced student of Act 1 
goes through some great transformations, and many 
more seasoned actors than Macdonald have struggl- 
ed with this elusive role. However, the emotional

bereaved son -- is stuff that calls for more intensity 
than Macdonald can as yet summon up. What should 
be white-hot fury sometimes emerges as shrill 
outrage, and Macdonald has difficulty in maintaining 
the ernotional pitch needed to portray Laertes’ single- 
minded blood-lust. 

At his present rate of professional development, 
however, this intensity won't be out of Macdonald's 
range for long. 


MARGOLESE SKILLFUL 


The part of Polonius is dazzling to any student of 
the English language. From the single speech to 
Laertes on his departure, Shakespeare coined at 
least five phrases which remain familiar today. It is a 
part which must be played with a great zest for verbal 
gymnastics, and E. M. Margolese more than filled the 
bill. He didn't fall victim to any imagined “cuteness” 
in the character, nor does he surrender to the tempta- 
tion to over-pontificate with all those marvellous 
lines. The flip side of the old man’s loquacious, 
amiable nature appears when he reprimands Ophelia. 
Underneath the obsequious charm lies an avaricious 
old martinet, and Margolese makes the transition 
from truisms to tyranny in a way that suggests 
Polonius is more given to the latter. His harsh treat: 
ment has to be quite abrading for the audience to feel 
compassion for the gentle Ophelia, but he must also 
be vaguely amusing in his pomposity. It is a fine line 
that Margolese walks with easy skill. 

Some of the production's most fascinating 
moments were provided by Paul Craig who took the 
roles of the Ghost and the Leading Player. As the 
Ghost he was quite creepy, intoning each word with 
chill precision that emphasized the cold determina- 


tlon for revenge. His voice took on a disembodied 
quality, as if he were speaking from some hell in lim- 
bo. In contrast, he was elegant as the strolling player, 
and his gentle low-key delivery of these lines made 
the revelations of the play seem all the more shock- 
ing. It was a telling illustration of the actor's power, 
as was Craig's performance. 

One scene stands out in this production because 
of the unique treatment It receives at the hands of 
Coe and Co. ... This is the play scene where Hamlet 
Stages the little drama that is to trap his uncle. Coe 
turned the scene into a Epic Theatre sort of spec- 
tacle, which was bizarre but striking. The player king

So, there you have a bit of background on Ben Orr, 
who recently had his blonde locks dyed brown’ which 
doesn't really have any significance, but what can | 
say? 

The true hero of the Cars is Ric Ocasek. Besides 
writing all the songs, he does the occasional lead 
vocal and plays rhythm guitar. 

Ocasek may be the most promising songwriter in 
New Wave, (pass the Emmy please). What's 
refreshing is that this boy hasn't forgotten his 
childhood heroes, e.g. Buddy Holly. But what's really 
spiffy is, Ocasek writes the same old songs about 
frigid girls and broken hearts etc., only you don't 
NOTICE it until you've already decided you like it. He 
combines some very chic-ly barren verses with utter- 
ly melodic choruses like those on “You can't hold on 
too long” and “It's all | can do,” 

What's nice about this band /s the obvious way in 
which each band member contributes to the total 
sound, Elliot Easton lends all the catchy guitar solos 
(especially outstanding on “You Can't Hold On Too 
Long” and, of course, Greg Hawkes on keyboards ... 
and sax, and so on, contributes most healthily to the 
single cut “Let's Go” and “‘Candy-O.”’ 

The Cars second album is much like the first 
without being boring or repititious. These guys are 
sort of borderline everything. They walk the fine line 
between pop and rock with a definite New Wave in- 
fluence. After two months in the studio with Roy 
Thomas Baker (little pun there) at the controls - voila, 
synthesized “‘Candy-O”"! 

Generally speaking “Candy-O is an excellent 
album, but when listening to it some quiet Monday 
night, you might feel that something is missing. 
Sometimes Candy-O juuust doesn't hit it right. Let's 
hope that the Cars obvious versatility isn't stunted 
under the guidance of, shall we say, stifling pro- 
ducers.

The Pigs’ 
Wedding 


By Helme Heine. Clarke, 
Irwin & Company Ltd. 
Hard Cover $9.25

The Pig's Wedding is a 
humorous little book for 
youngsters from age 3 to 7 
although my own children 
who are 10 and 12 had a good 
chuckle over it. 

Ms. Heine does a good job 
of entertaining the younger 
set with her illustrations as 
well as text. Every page is a 
delightful water colour pic- 
ture! This book after being 
read to young children once 
or twice will continue to 
entertain them as the illus- 
trations tell the story. 

The book follows a pig's 
wedding, with all the details 
of a human wedding.

Saints lose league opener

| THINK MOST PEOPLE IN ST. ALBERT WERE 
SURPRISED at the unveiling of a concept plan last 
week for a large exposition park, to be located where 
/ the present rodeo grounds are. 
The study, done by Bert Morrow and colleagues of 

Albert P. Morrow and Associates of Vancouver, came 
} up with a concept plan featuring sports, amusement 
yand recreation facilities. 
To give you more of an idea of what the park would 
include, I'll summarize the items mentioned in the 
park. 
The Coliseum would be somewhere in the size of 
the Edmonton Gardens. It would seat anywhere from 
5,000 to 6,000 people for hockey, lacrosse, pro-tennis, 
basketball, ice shows, boxing, wrestling, circuses 
and concerts. 
Next to the Coliseum is a Sport Palace. The Palace 
would be used primarily for curling in the winter, and 
roller skating in the summer. The main floor, where 
he curling and roller skating would take place, could 
"possibly be fitted with a music sound system and 
ights. On the top floor of the Palace, racquet buffs 
ould enjoy four.indoor tennis courts and two bad- 
inton courts. 
Another building nearby would be the Horse 
Pavilion, which would include a main area of about 
4,000 sq. ft. of equestrian facilities. On the side 
ould be a 2,400 sq. ft. skateboarding park (indoor), 
nd a four or five lane pistol and rifle shooting range. 
_ Looking to the outdoors, there would be a grands- 
tand sitting in front of a rodeo and chuckwagon facili- 
ty. The study also calls for the rodeo possibly expan- 
ding from three to five days, with attendance hitting 
_ 75,000 to 80,000 over five days (the attractions of the 
park itself would supposedly help boost attendance 

considerably). 

For wintertime, there would be a half mile 
snowmobile track, which also could be used for 
motorcycle ice racing. 

Inside the track, there could be two separate 
facilities. One would be a go-cart racing track, the 
other an Olympic size archery.range. 

For golfers, a 200 x 600 ft. driving range could be in- 
stalled on the infield of the rodeo-chuckwagon track 


Amusement-type attractions would include land 
for a midway, a ‘‘Story Book Farm and Kiddeyland,"” 
logging sports pool, sports pool, picnic site, 
miniature golf course, horse shoe pitch, pony ride, In- 
dian Village, miniature train ride, special features 
display area, outdoor theatre, outdoor art exhibits 
area, and parking for over 4,GU0 vehicles. 

The plan is absolutely outstanding! And | would 

q dearly love to see construction start this Friday. 

One flaw in the plan is the lack of a football-soccer 
stadium. Not a big one, just something that's nice 
with permanent seating for about two or three thou- 
sand people. 

This whole concept doesn't have a price tag, 
though, as certain facilities or attractions can be 
taken out of the plan, or new ones added. The con- 
struction period, if the city decides to go ahead with 
the project, could vary considerably. It could con- 
ceivably be 10 years before a park similar to the one 
in the concept plan is finished. 

It is however, going to cost a lot of money. I'd say 
millions and millions; perhaps 30, 50 or 60 million 
bucks, Who knows? 

Actually, | don't think it will ever get off the ground. 
This plan is too futuristic. It's too good. 

St. Albert would never go for that. And if St. Albert 
gets annexed by Edmonton, this plan can be thrown 
in the trash can. Period. 

The study also mentions possible suppliers of 
money, like the provincial and federal governments. 
Small bits are available, but in essence, it was virtual-

Cedar is most often used as an interior finish in the 
form of 1x2 tongue and groove panelling applied ina 
random pattern, or ‘‘1x4 square four sides," dressed 
face and edges, applied on a white or black 
background of either plywood or finished drywall. 
Cedar is also used in open beam ceilings in 3x6 or 


2x6 tongue and groove decking. The ceiling side can 
be finished in a natural clear finish and the roof side 
is insulated, tarred and gravelled to form a built-up 
roof. 

When using T&G 1x2 it is advisable to use a thin 
bead of white glue on the back of the board and 
secret nail through the tongue of the board. | find that 
when nailing through finishing wood, standard 
finishing nails are not quite adequate for the job. 
Most finishing nails are a little too thick and have lit- 
tle holding power. The ideal nail, which | have used 
for many years in just about every finishing job, is a 
“Paraquete fluted flooring nail." These nails are 
available in most lumber yards in 1%", 1%" and 1°” 
lengths. A feature wall finished in 1x4 cedar spaced 
3/8" apart either in a horizontal pattern or on a 45° 
angle from the floor can be a very handsome addition 
to any room. As with the T&G material white glue 
should be used on the back of the board. Since the 
boards are individually spaced it becomes necessary 
to nail through the face of the material. The nailing 
must be done very carefully, since a miss on the nail 
head can cause a mess on the board. With a little ex- 
tra work the nails can be countersunk with a fine 
point nail set, and filled by using a putty stick. 

For finishing | suggest using Scandinavian fur- 
niture oil. Generally a one coat job is adequate to br- 
ing out the grain and colour of the cedar. If varnish or

linseed oil is used, you run the risk of getting a finish 
that will have glossy patches, since cedar does not 
absorb the oil equally from piece to piece. If a glossy 
surface is desired, at least three coats of varnish or 
oil should be applied to get an even finish. 

In last week's column | failed to mention that nail- 
ing of exterior cedar is very important. Exterior siding 
or trim should be nailed with “oval headed hot-dipped 
galvanized" nails. The oval head facilitates nailing 
without leaving hammer marks on the material. The 
galvanizing prevents the oxidation of the nail which 
causes black stains to appear on the face of the 
material in a line down from the nail. The best nails 
for cedar are aluminum nails, but they usually have to 
be specially ordered in the desired lengths, and the 
heads are rather large and flat.

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Mayor Resigns 


Mayor Art Stapleton submitted a 
written resignation to Morinville town 


council Tuesday night after 15 years as 


mayor, plus four years as councillor. 
The resignation was effective October 
Ist. His letter cited ‘‘great concern for 
the future of the town, and total 
disgust for the elected officials who are 
concerned with empire building, isola- 
tionism and delaying tactics.’’ 

‘*Town council at the present time is 
a divided camp,’’ said the mayor’s let- 
ter, ‘‘It has become apparent over the 
last two years that I do not have the 
confidence of council in my leadership 
---’’ each member is apprehensive of 
making motions -- knowing full well

that a tied vote will be a lost motion - 
an exercise in frustration is the result.”’ 

As mayor of a rapidly growing town 
in recent years, Mr. Stapléton” has 
sought to avoid the pitfalls of 
escalating budget deficits as population 
growth brings demands for services 
and facilities beyond the ability of tax- 
payers to support. 

In an interview Tuesday, he told the 
Gazette that he was really disappointed 
in the five-year Recreation Plan sub- 
mitted to council. There simply wasn’t

MD approves change toGeneral Plan 


MD council has bowed to 
pressure from landowners in 
the Coronado area near Red- 
water and adopted an amend- 
ment to the General Plan 
which could allow subdivi- 
sion development near inten- 
sified feedlot operations. 

Section 1.3.3 subsection 
12b was the only area in the 
General Plan which received 
any resident attention; all of 
it unfavorable. The draft 
plan prohibited any residen- 
tial development one mile 
from the boundary of a land 
parcel containing a livestock 
confinement operation, nox- 
ious industry or activity 
potentially detrimental to a 
residential environment. 

Residents of Coronado 
were concerned over the im- 
plications of the section 
especially since the request by 
area farmer Henry Onushko 


(see story) to subdivide his 
farm adjacent to the Canada 
Packers Turkey farm, had 
been rejected by the MD and 
the provincial planning ap- 
peal board. 

Another request by Mr. 
Onushko was to have been 
dealt with last Thursday by 
council, but a report from 
Alberta Environment, re- 
quested last month, was still 
not available. 

Coronado residents made 
it clear that they were not in 
favor of the adoption of the 
Plan as it stood, fearing that 
section 1.3.3 would hinder 
any future possibility they 
had of subdividing their own 
land. A petition presented as 
a submission to the General 
Plan on August 20 stated that 
section 1.3.3 inhibited the 
right of owners to enjoy their

Postponed for one month

Inter-school sports program approved 


Sturgeon Division School 
Board should be working to 
have less bus trips to athletic 
events instead of more, says 
trustee Joyce Porsild. 

Mrs, Porsild told the board 
last Wednesday that she 
would vote against increasing 
the number of bus trips to 
volleyball and basketball 
games this year because she’s 
received several complaints 
from parents who're tired of 
waiting after each game for 
their children to come home.

the buses to come back, often 
until six or seven o’clock,’’ 
she said. Other trustees said 
they haven’t been receiving 
complaints and voted for the 
1979-80 sports program, 

A reduction of the basket- 
ball and volleyball leagues 
from three divisions to two 
divisions means each school 
will have to make one extra 
bus trip during the season. At 
about $100 a trip, that means 
an additional $1,400 
transportation. bill for the 
board. 


Mrs. Porsild questioned 


whether the extra cost was 
worth it. ‘‘How many people 
are at these games anyway?”’ 
she asked, arguing that the 
crowds are so sparse that ex- 
tra games and bus trips aren’t 
warranted, 

‘“‘T remember when I.was in 
high school and we went to 
all the games,’’ said chairman 
Lois Hole. Increasing the 
basketball and volleyball pro- 
grams, added trustee Ruth 
Wall, might actually. increase 
the number of spectators. 

At the junior high school 
level, the volleyball league 


has been organized into an 
east division: Bon Accord, 
Gibbons, Horse Hill and 
Redwater, and a west divi- 
sion: Camilla, G.P. Vanier, 
Legal, Namao and Sturgeon 
Heights.

mid-year. The first term 
Students took classes at the 
old rate and the second term 
ones, who’d already paid a 
$12-per-hour fee in advance, 
were given a second billing by 
the board at the $14-per-hour 
rate, 

Parents of the second term 
students have been reluctant 


to cough up the extra $12 for 
the course because they’d 
already paid what they 
thought were the full fees in 
the first term and then were 
asked to pay more later. 

As one parent noted in a 
letter to the board, ‘‘I bought 
and paid for the lessons: I ex- 
pect that should be the end of 
it. In fact I should bill you 
one per cent a month for five 
months for using my 
money.” 


Council discovers budget error 


More than three-quarters 
of the way through the 1979 
budget year, Morinville coun- 
cil has accidentally found it 
owes the local ambulance ser- 
vice $3,000. 

The error would not have 
been discovered had members 
from the ambulance service 
not come before council last 
week to ask for an additional 
$2,400 in revenue to meet this 


year’s 
deficit.

Council seemed about to 
reject the request, when town 
manager, Angeline Gibeault 
found $3,000 set aside for the 
ambulance payroll when the 
budget was approved for the 
1979 year. 

Councillor Paul UWnder- 
wood at this point, recalled a 
meeting between himself, 
Mayor Art Stapleton and the 
ambulance service which 


discussed the possibility of 
town aid for remuneration to 
ambulance service members. 

No funds, though, were 
ever released and after mov- 
ing that the $2,400 be given to 
the ambulance service, coun- 
cil apologized for the delay, 
and thanked the two 
representatives for bringing 
the error to the town’s alten- 
tion.

Pollution in Heritage 
Lake in Morinville does not 
appear to be as serious as 
originally thought, but that 
does not mean that signs 
posting the lake as unfit for 
swimming will be removed. 

The contamination was 
first discovered in late July, 
when a resident became ‘ll 
after swimming in the lake. 
After tests by the Sturgeon 
Heuith Unit, levels of fecal 


coliforms or human waste 
were discovered and the 
swimmers were banned from 
the lake. 

The source of the pollution 
was, and still has not been 
determined, although 
everything from campers to 
runoff from the ditch border- 
ing the lake and the industrial 
park adjacent to it, has been 
considered.

wood reported to council last 
Tuesday that he had met with 
Ken McAmmond, the senior 
public health inspector for 
Sturgeon to discuss this very 
issue and particularly, how 
pollution could be cleared 
up. 
“I asked him if the water 
had to be absolutely clear 
before we could allow swim- 
ming again, but he was 
unable to answer the ques- 


tion,’’ said Mr. Underwood. 
Mr. McAmmond_ did, 
however, provide a booklet 
entitled Alberta Surface 
Water Quality Guidelines, 
containing water purity 
levels, generally accepted 
across western Canada. 
According to the 
guidelines, there must be less 
than 5,000 coliform parts in 
each 100 mls. of water for in- 
direct contact. For direct

contact, including swimming, 
there must be less than 1,000 
coliform parts in 100 mls. ina 
month or 2,040 coliform 
parts per 100 mls. of waies in 
a given day. 

Samples taken by the 
Sturgeon Health Unit which 
lead to the swimming ban 
were only between 5.5 and six 
coliform parts per 100 mls. 
Levels specified in the 
guidelines, however, did not 


differentiate between  col- 
iforms and fecal coliforms, 
and Mr. Underwood noted, 
that even though Heritage 
Lake samples appeared con- 
siderably lower, the health 
unit, had, after all, requested 
the posting. 

He will investigate the 
matter further before bring- 
ing back a recommendation 
to council, perhaps opening 
the lake to swimming again. 


Dispute continues over Sunshine Lake

For the second time, 
Morinville council has held 
up the final signing authority 
sealing the agreement bet- 
ween the town and Qualico’s 
Sunshine Lake Estates, over 
the issue of a lack of public 
access to the lake. 

Even though the develop- 
ment was approved by coun- 
cil in April, councillor Paul 
Underwood, not on council 
at the time, has opposed the 
signing twice. At last Tues- 
day’s council meeting, the 
contract was up for signing 
again, but Mr. Underwood 
said he felt ‘‘pressured’’ at 
having to follow the status 
quo to sign an agreement he 
was philosophically against. 

Instead, he presented a 
report dealing with the con- 
cept of lake properties and 
after checking into similar

Leduc and Castle Downs, he 
recommended that what ap- 
peared to be an inadequate 
provision for fencing at Sun- 
shine Lake, would eventually 
cause problems. Mr. Under- 
wood had spoken to the ad- 
ministrator in Leduc and had 
found that their lake property 
was about to be fenced to the 
water line, something he 


would like to see happen at 
the Qualico development. 

Councillor Ross Quinn and 
Mayor Art Stapleton were 
not in agreement and felt that 
council had wasted enough 
time on the issue, but when 
the votes were cast, a motion 
to have the town’s solicitors 
once again check into the 
legality of limiting public ac- 
cess to public property, 
managed to pass by a three to 
two margin. 

While Mr. Quinn con- 
tinued to maintain that the 
solicitors had already check- 
ed into this point and had 
found it was legal, Mr. 
Underwood pointed to 
evidence he had found show- 
ing that areas in the planning 
act pertaining to this point, 
tended to conflict with each 
other.
